BUS, OHIO. 


PROMINENT POLITICIANS PRESENT. 


The Old Roman Stands Erect and Receive 
Congratulations of His Friends—The 
Speeches Made. 


Cortvumsus, O., November 13.—The city is 
decked ont with flags, bunting and flowers in 
honor of the seventy-seventh anniversary of the 
birth of Judge Thurman, the “Old Roman of 
Democracy,” and each incoming train brings 
prominent democrats, who come to testify 
their affection and respect. At the armory 
this ovening 1,000 guests, representipg the 
ablest men in the democratic party, will be 
present. 

Mr. Cleveland came in on the early train, 
and is the guest of Governor Campbell at the 
executive mansion. 

MR, CLEVELAND CALLS. 

Mr. Cleveland and Senator Calvin Brice 
talled on Mr. Thurman in the forenoon. The 
old Roman is feeling remarkably well, and told 
the. ex-president he hoped still to weather a 
few more years. ‘‘But,” said he, “I have 
lived long enough to find myself more than ap- 
preciated by many kind friends, who have re- 
membered me on this day, and no years could 
add to the warmth of the congratulations 
which they have showered upon me.” 

Mr, Cleveland assured Judge Thurman that 
the greetings of this day, which came from all 
“parts of this country, were but the spontaneous 
Bxpressions of a grateful people toward one 
whose proud and unswerving career had won 
for him alike the veneration of, his party and 
the admiration of the nation. ‘'We hope, 
judge,”’ said Mr. Cleveland, ‘‘that you may 
yet be spared many years of usefulness to see 
the fullest fruition of your doctrines and your 
teachings.”’ 

Among the prominent democrats who have 
arrived this forenoon are Congressmen 
Springer, of Illinois; Mansur, of Missouri ; 
Outhwaite, of Ohio; ex-Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Coleman, of Missouri; Governor-elect 
Boyd, of Nebraska; President Robert J. Smith, 
of the Iroquois club, of Chicago: Congressmen 
Durbarrow and McGann, of Illinois. 

The Iroquois Club, of Chicago, provoked a 
hearty cheer as they marched into the Neil 
house, each member decorated with an artistic 
badge, the insignia of the [llinois organization. 

Headed by General Smith and Governor- 
elect Boyd, of Nebraska, the first call of the 
club was upon Congressman Springer, who 
Was greeted as ‘‘Mr. Speaker’ in indication of 
The distinguished congress- 
man returned the salutation gracefully, and 
acknowledged his candidacy and hope of suc- 
cess for the speakership of the fifty-second 
congress. 

At 11 o’clock this forenoon a public reception 
took place at the governor’s office, where ex® 
President Cleveland met many distinguished 
representatives of that party, which acknowl- 
edged him as leader. 

uring the reception at the statehouse, the 
firing of cannon welcomed Mr. Cleveland to 
the state of Ohio. The clamorous crowd who 
assembled inthe building would not depart 
without personally greeting the ex-president, 
and a line was formed, and as the multitude 
ebbed slowly through, Mr. Cleveland shook 
the hands of his enthusiastic admirers. By 
his side stood Governor Campbell, who had 
-entured out for the first time during the day; 
cnzressmnen Quthwaite. McDonald, of In- 
diana, and severai other democrats of 
national celebrity. In view of the trying 
exercises of the evening yetin store, Judge 
Thurman did not venture out to the capitol 
reception, and, by a tacit agreement, was 
graciously permitted a few hours’ rest by his 
Visiting admirers. The reception lasted till 
12:30 o'clock. 

At the conclusion of the Cleveland reception 
at the capitol, the ex-president repaired to the 
executive mansion, where at an informal 


dinner, at 2:30 o’clock p. m., he was afforded | 


an opportunity of meeting in private a few of 
his particular friends. 

Composing the dinner party, there were the 
ex-president, Governor Campbell, Congress- 
man Springer, Daniel Lamont and Congress- 
man Outhwaite. 

AT THE BANQUET HALL. 

At the banquet hall tonight, the decora- 
tions, perfected under the artistic hands of 
qualified workmen, were marvels of composing 
beauty. Across the spacious chambers were 


hung a dozen festooned arches, burdened with ! 
foliage, while the posts and girders were | 


sprayed with spreading green. Fifteen arc 
electric lamps, which shed a radiance like the 
the sun, draped about with chandlier festoon- 
ings and ornamented with the nation’s colors. 
Along the east and west sides and south were 
ranged dense rows of potted plants, ferns, 
palms and incense breathing exotics. .The 
roomy balcony on the east was draped with 
colors and set with clusters of emblematic 
flags. while'on the west, behind a deep screen 
of fragrant foliage, was arranged the press 
lery,: draped with flags and,jhung with 
ug@s of evergreen. 
nthe west again, and still further to the 
north, was an alcove for music, which 
breathed out through the decorations where 
art and nature mingles. 

The wide hall was set with sixteen tables, 
running east and west across the entire space, 
a distance of sixty-five feet, while along the 
east side, under the nation’s emblems, was ar- 
ranged a long table on a piatform raised 
some twelve inches. This table, sixty-five 
feet in length, was designed to accommodate 
the eminent gentlemen chosen to respond to 
toasts. 

DISTINGUISHED PEOPLE PRESENT. 

The list of distinguished visitors and thoee 
who occupied seats at the banquet table was 
not composed exclusively of democrats. There 
were a number of republicans hére from Ohio 
and elsewhere, who came, not as partisan, but 
as citizens, to show their appreciation.of the 
public service rendered by Judge Thurman. 
Visitors came from all parts of the country, 
farand near, democrats, of course, predom- 
inated as the banquet was projected by the 
democratic club, and given in honor of the 
birthday of a distinguished member of that 
party.

As early as7 o'clock banquetters began to 
arrive and take seats at the tables. It was 
ust $ o’clock when ex-President Cleveland 
nd Judge Thurman entered the room. They

were armin arm, the president supporting 
his venerable companion, who was further as- 
sisted by a cane, and walked slowly up the hal). 
His limping gait attested to the inroads that 
his old enemy, rheumatism, had made upon 
his vigorous frame. A mighty cheer went up 
from a thousand throats as the audience caught 
sight of the-two distinguished guests of the 
evening, and the cheer was prolonged and 
thrice repeated ere the procession reached the 
upper end of the hall. Fora moment only 
and the distinguished couple passed. It was 
just as they reached the reception room when 
they turned towards the assemblage and bowed 
gravely their acknowledgments to the gener- 
ous ovation. 

After a few minutes rest the party rose and, 
accompanied by the speakers offthe evening, 
entered the hall and took their seats at the 
grand center table. 

WAVING THE RED BANDANNA. 

Tt was at this stage that the greatest demon- 

stration of the evening took place, Cheer after 
cheer arose from the enthusiastic audience, 
and simultaneously every man arose trom his 
seat and waved the traditional red bandanna 
handkerchief in honor of the Oid Roman.J With 
dignity, yet smilingly, Judge Thurman bowed 
to his thousand frantic admirers and Grover 
Cleveland did likewise as a cheer for the ex- 
president rent the air. 
« The band struck up “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,’ and all remained standing till the 
close. Then at a signal from the chairman the 
vast multitude sank into their seats jat the fes- 
tive board and the banquet began. 

Seated at the speaker’s table were Allen G. 
Thurman, Grover Cleveland, John J. Lentz, 
chairman of the Thurman club; Allen W. 
Thurman, Joseph Outhwaite, ex-Senator Mc- 
Donald, ex-Postmaster General Don M. 
Dickinson, Congressman William M. Wilson, 
Congressman W.C. P. Breckinridge, Judge R. 
A. Harrison, General Ewing, Governor Jack- 
son, Governor Boyd of Nebraska, ex-Com- 
missioner Coleman, Congressman W. M. 
Springer, of I}linvis; George Ewing, Bishop 
Watterson, ex-Governor Bishop, ex-Solicitor 
General Jenks, Congressman O'Neill of 
Missouri, and Congressman Duburow, of 
Chicago. 

THE SPEAKING BEGINS. 

At the conclusion of the banquet, John W. 
Lentz, chairman of the Thurman club, rapped 
the vast assembly to order and said: 

Gentlemen: The Thurman club is happy tonight 
to have had the privilege of breaking bread and 
drinking wine at such a feast as this, and proud 
indeed of the company and fellowship of the men 
who are with us from alwiost every state in this 
broad union. Weare more than grateful to the 
hundreds who are here in person, and the thou. 
sands and hundreds of thousands who are here in 
spirit, joining with us in the high tribute of 
respect, love and admiration which we pay to the 
guest of the evening. [{Cheers,} 

We have with us civilians and warriors, con- 
gressmen, senators and governors. We have with 
us young men with their ardor 
and strength, old men with their 
recollections and traditions from the days of Jef- 
ferson and Jackson, and we have with us that 
other man, who completes the American trium- 
virate of democratic presidents {applause}, who 
has done more than any other American to instill 
in the hearts of the people the sacredness and 
the holiness of the oath of public office—that man, 
who not only proved that he would rather be 
right than president, but who, as president, has 
been brave enough and strong enough to rule in 
behalf of the whole people and not of a party or 
class. [Cheers and applause, } 

Neither the queen of England, the emperor of 
Germany, nor the czar of Russia, nor the king of 
kings, the emperor of emperers, the 
czar of czars, or the American people, can confer 
upon him an official piace towering higher than 
his ability and his merits. Words need not be 
muitiplied. There is nolanguage so expressive of 
his honor as his own name—Grover Cleveland.

Thurman, is the presence and dignity of the hour.

Itis astrange thing to see athousand men 
drawn together, not from one large city alone, nor 
from even one great state, but from every quarter 
of this greatest of republics, {to honor the natal 
day of an old man, a simple primitive citizen. 
{Tremendous applause.} His neighbors are here 
and many distinguished men, who have traveled 
from distant states, are hereto rejoice with him 
that he has great length of days among us, and to 
wish that he may be with us atill 
into the dawning of another century.

Simultaneously 1,000 people rose to their feet 
as the toastmaster concluded : 

To the health, long lifeand cantinued happiness 
of our guest. [Applause.} 

The applause which had greeted the toast 
was renewed as the “Old Roman”’ rose to re- 
spond. It swelled from applause to cheers; 
from mild acclaim to deafening roar, and as 
1,000 bandanna handkerchiefs were waved 
frantically in the sir, the scene was one that 
would have swelled with pride the heart of 
any human being. even the “Old Roman’’ 
whose modesty has ever been a crowning 
virtue. 

It was five minutes before the ovation which 
greeted the toast subsided sufficiently to en- 
able Judge Thurman to respond. The in- 
spiration of the occasion caused his massive 
frame to regain all its old-time vigor, and, 
forgetting his recent illness, he stood like a 
proud sycamore as he began his speech. 

Judge Thurman's Speech. 

“Our Guests’? was responded to by Judge 

Thurman, the honored man of the occasion, 


as follows: 

Mr. President and Fellow-Citizens: I am not 
here tonight to make an elaborate speech. I am 
here to ¢.press,in a few sentences, my heart- 
felt appreciation of the honor you have so kind) 
seen fittodome; to thank, witlmy whole eal, 
my neighbors, ny fellow-citizens of Ohio, and 
the distinguished gentlemen from other states, 
for their mark of friendship and esteem. I am 

at the age of seventy-seven years, 

my testimony, so often iven, of 

my confidence in the beneficent effects of 
free institutions, and my firm belief of their dura- 
tion on this continent and their gradual, but cer- 
tain, extension over other and larger portions of 
the globe. I hope that itis not presumptious in 
me to say that I think that I have some of the nec- 
essary qualifications of a witness onthe subject. 

Short as my life has been, in comparison with 
the lives of nations,it has been long enough for me 
to see my native land, under free institutions, in- 
crease in §population more than sevenfold, in 
wealth, in a far, very far, greater degree, in extent 
of territory, more than doublejits area in the gen- 
eral well being and prosperity of its people, and 
in their educational advantages and religious 

rivileges without an equal inthe world, while 
ts magnificent works of internal improvement, 
its wonderful agriculture, its great mines and 
manufactures, and its marvelous means of com- 
munication, creations of science and skill, sur- 
anything before known by the human race. 
And in these same seventy years, the constitution 
of nearly every governmentin Europe has been 
ameliorated by the introduction of more 
liberal princi \ South America

Spptoved by me. 
ut such was not the fact. I had no idea that 
such a suggestion would be made until I saw it in 
this paper. 

My friends, let me say to you, in all sincerity 
and without the least mental reservation, that I 
am not, nor shall ever again be, a candidate for 
office. Ihave been sufficiently honored by my 
party, and neither ask nor destre any further 
honor than continued friendship and good will. 

Gentiemen, I have.said enough—more, indeed, 
than I expected to say. Once more, let me returh 
to you my sincerest thanks. You have gladdened 
the heart and brightened the footsteps of an old 
man—your devoted friend--in his descent of the 
hill of life when he has almost reached its foot, 
May God biess you all is his earnest prayet. 


THREE CHEERS FOR THURMAN. 


At the conclusion of Judge Thurman’s @l-’ 


dress, three cheers were proposed and given 
With a good will, for thé Old Roman. 

Toastmaster Outhwaite, introducing ex- 
President Cleveland, said: . 

Gentlemen: In our guest for the evening we 
have bad a fine exemplification of the product of 
citizenship in America, There is here this eye- 
ning an American citizen, esteemed of all men, 
regardless of party {applause}, who has 
come here by invitation of the 
Tharman club, but who has come giadly 
to participate in commemorating and honorin 
the anniversary of the birth of his dear friend, an 
who himself represents the highest type of 
American citizenship; a chief magistrate who, 
having led his party forward, as faras he could, 
submitted gracefully to defeat and cheerfully 
left his high office and joined the ranks, to 
again a toiler with them. 

The next toast is “Citizenship in America.’’ You 
call for the respondent. 

The audience at once took up the sugges- 
tion and loud calls were made for ‘‘Cleve- 
land."’ 

Mr. Cleveland Speaks. 


As the ex-president arose, cheer after cheer 
went up from the multitude and banners were 
waved. Ex-President Cleveland spoke as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: I follow the 
prontptings of a heart full of devotion and vener- 
ation, as I tender from the democracy of the great 
state of New York, her tribute of affection for the 
man whom we honor tonight. I am commissioned 
to claim for my state her full share of the glory 
which has been shed upon the American name 
and charactér, by one whose career and example 
cannot be pre-empted, and whose renown cannot 
be limited in ownership to the neighbors and 
friends of any locality. We contest every exciu- 
sive pretension to his fame and greatness, because 
he is a néighbor to all the people of the land; he- 
cause he is the friend of all who love their coun- 
try; because his career splendidly illustrates the 
best and strongest elements of our national char- 
acter, and because his example belongs to all his 
countrymen. 

It is fitting that those who have faith in our 
destiny as a nation, who believe that there are 
noble things which belong distinctively to our 
character as a people and who prize at its true 
worth, pure American citizenship, should gather 
here tonight. It is given us to contemplate the 
highest statesmanship, the most unyielding and 

i devotion to the interests of t . 


ple, andthe most valuable achievements, in the 


cause of our country’s welfara, all of which have 
been stimulated and accomplished through the 
influence and impulse of true, unperverted, sturdy 
Americanism. We rejoice in the example af- 
forded on this occasion of genuime American 
citizenship, revealed to us asa safe and infal- 
lible interpreter of duty in all the emergencies of 
along and honorable public career, and as an un- 
failing guide to usefulness and fame. 

In this presence and in the atmosphere of these 
reflections, we should: not miss the lesson they 
commend to us, nor fail to renew our appreciation 
of the value of this citizenship, and revive our a 
prehension of the sentiments and conditions in 
which it has its rise and growth. 

And first of all we should be profoundly grate- 
ful that the elements which make up the strength 
and vigor of American citizenship, are so nat- 
urally related to our situation and are so simple. 
The intrigues of monarchy which taint the indi- 
vidual character of the subject; the splendor 
which dazzies the popular eye and glistracts the 
attention from abuses and stifles di®content; the 
schemes of conquest and selfish aggrandizement 
which makéa selfish people, have no legitimate 
place in our national life. Here the plain people 
ofthe land arethe rulers. Their investiture of 
power is only accompanied with the conditions 
that they should love their country, that they 
should jealously guard and protect its interests 
and fair fame, and thatail the intelligence with 
which they are endowed should be devoted to an 
understanding of its needs and the promotion of 
its welfare. 

These are the elements of American citizenship, 
and these are the conditions upon which our free 
institutions were entrusted to our people, in full 
reliance,atithe, beginning and for all time to come, 
upon American manhood, consecrated by the 
highest and purest patriotism. 

A country broad and new, to be subdued to the 
purposes of man’s existence, and promising vast 
and independent resources, and a people intelli- 
gently - understanding the value of a free pation 
and holding fastto anintense affection for its 
history and its heroes, have had much to do with 
moulding our American character and giving it 
hardihood and vigor. But it should never be eg 
gotten that theinfiuence which, more than all 
other things, has made our people safe depositaries 
of governmental power, and which has furnished 
the surest guaranty of the strength and perpetuity 
of the repubiic, has its source inthe American 
home. 

Here our patriotism is born and entwines itself 
with the growth of filial love, and here our child- 
ren are taught the story of our freedom and inde- 
pendence. But above all, nere in the bracing and 
wholesome atmosphere of uncomplaining frugal- 
ity and economy, the mental and moral attributes 
of our people have been firmly knit and invigor- 
ated. Never could it be said of any country so 
truly as of ours, thatthe permanency of its insti- 
tutions depends upon its honrs. 

I have spoken of frugality and economy as im- 
portant factors in American life. I find no fault 
with the accumulation of wealth,and am glad to 
see energy and enterprise receive their fair re- 
ward. ButI believe that our government in its 
natural integrity, isexactiy suited to a frugal 
and economical people; and I believe itis safest 
in the hands of those who have been made strong 
and self-reliant in their -citizenship, by self-de- 
nial and bv the surroundings of an enforced 
economy. Thrift and careful watchfalness df 
expenditure among the peopletend to secure a 
thrifty government; and cheap and careful living 
on the part of individuals ought to enforce econ- 
omy in the public expenditure. 

When, therefore, menin high places of trust 
charged with the responsibility of making and 
executing our laws, not only condemn but 
flippantly deride cheapness and economy within 
the homes of our people, and when the expendi- 
tures of this government are reckless and gaste- 
ful, we may be sure that something is wrong with 
us, and that a condition exists which calls fora 
vigorous anid resentful defence of Americanism, 
by every man worthy to be called an American 
citizen.

JAMESON AND HIS SKETCHES. 


ItiIs Proven That He Purchased a Girl 


Slave and Gave Her to the Cannibals 
to Eat, While He Sketched Them. 


Loxpon, November 14.—The Times pub- 
lishes the full text of Assad Farran’s aflidavit. 
It is written in bad English, and the original 
is in Assad’s handwriting. Assad commences 
by explaining that he was obliged in London 
to contradict his account, for certain reasons, 
especially because the committee did not de- 
sire him to reveal anything. He proceeds to 
describe how Barttelot, after Stanley left 
Yambuya, finding food scarce, employed 
armed Soudanese to attack neighbor- 
ing villages, but found them de 
serted. He then had _ recourse to 
capturing native women and demanding food 
fot their ransom. Bonny also did the same 
thing. Assad affirms about everything that 
Stanley has charged a the rear guard. 
He gives minute details of Jameson’s pur- 
chase of a slave girl and his gift of her to the 
cannibals, and his taking sketches of the 
scenes that occurred while she was being 
killed and eaten. These sketches, six in 
number, Jameson afterwards finished in 
water colors. Assad says the - camp 
was divided, Jameson and Barttelot being on 
one side and Ward, Troup and Bonny on the 
other, and that all were afraid of Barttelot. 
He says he lacks time to remember the other 
stories, but he promises a full account in future 
if desired. 

Bonny makes a further statement to the ef- 
fect that the cannibal incident was the cause 
of the death of both Jameson and Barttelot. 
He says that Assad told the Congosta authori- 
ties of the incident, 


O’SULLIVAN’S CONFESSION. 


The Iceman Tells About the Murder of Dr.

MUSSEL SHOALS OPENED. 
Chattanooga Recefves Her First Consign- 


ment from the Ohio, - — 
} “Ui xePANUOEA-TenE., Novetiver 13.2 fSpe- 


cial.]—A half hundred factory whistles and all 
the bells in the city combined their voices at 
6 o’clock this evening to greet the steamer R, 
T. Coles, which landed at the wharf with the 
first’ consignment of merchandise brought 
through Mussel Shoals. The steamer was 
loaded to the upper deck with baled hay and 
sacked corn, which she has received from a 
boat of the Evansville Packet Company be- 
low the shoals, and brought through without 
trouble. 

The work of clearing the Mussel Shoals and 
building a canal to open the river for trans- 
portation was begun by the government in 
1831, and millions of dollars have been spent 
in the work. There are two canals, the upper 
one being three and a half miles long, with 
two locks, and the lower one fourteen 
and a half miles long, with nine locks. 
The canals are of uniform sixty feet width. 
The most remarkable feature of these canals 
is the acqueduct over Shoal creek. It is built 
of boileriron, the sheets riveted together, 
making it a water-tight iron box 860 feet long, 


| supported on 52 solid granite piers. It carries 


the water of the canal over Shoal creek, which 
fiows tifeen feet below. The flood gates to the 


' locks are made of boiler iron, titting into 


grooved sutures, thereby preventing water 
fromescaping until derired. 

The people all along the river, from Florence 
to Chattanooga, are enthusiastic over the safe 
landing of the first consignment by boat from 
Ohio nver points.

IT IS DRAGGING SLOWLY ALONG 


TOWARDS COMPLETION. 


The Developments Brought OuthBy the Evi- 
dence—Hall’s Attorneys Basing Their 
Hopes on Technicalities. 


Macon, Ga., November 13.-~[Special.]— 
The Hall trial drags slowly along. Techni- 
calities seem to continually bar the progress of 
the trial, as the defense never passes over a 
pointon which they might gather the least 
strength. 

It would seem, indeed, that little: hope is 
entertained for Hall except through these 
technicalities. 

Today has been spent wholly on hearing evi- 
dence of a complicated and unininresting 
character. 

The court room, however, has remained 
crowded at both morning and afternoon ses- 


* sion, and every word from both witnesses and 


counsel was listened to with rapt attention. 

The negro, Goodwyn, was put on the 
stand again this morning. He swore about 
the same as he did yesterday, saying Hall had 
given him a deed to a certain lot of land in 
Dodge county. He says he was offered a sum 
of money for the deed, but would not give it 
up, and told the parties who tried to purchase 
it that he wasdfraid he would be driven out of 
the country or killed. 

Again Goédwyn was caught in a 
lie, for the defense promptly produced 
the stenographer’s report of the last trial, in 
which Goodwyn swore the deed was handed 
to him by a person from Tennille, who came 
down there, but who left shortly afterwards. 

After Goodwyn was examined, Mr. J. A. 
Peacock, a merchant of Eastman, was put on 
the stand. Mr. Peacock swore substantially 
to what he did at the trial for contempt. He 
recognized a deed made by Hail and testified 
to other points of value to the prosecution. 
He also identified several documents as Hall’s 
writing. Mr. Peacock’s evidence will be most 
damaging to Hall. The examination of this 
witness lasted until the afternoon session. 

After Mr. Peacock, Commissioner I. N. Er- 
win was put on the stand to testify to certain 
subpoenas and aftidavits made by parties con- 
nected with the Dodge lands. 

The defense made a_ strenuous effort to 
throw out Mr. Erwin’s evidence on the ground 
that it was oral. 

The court overruled the objections after lis- 
tening to considerable argument from both 
sides. 

Tho Erwin examination had not finished at 
5 o’clock, when court was adjourned until to- 
mnorrow morning.

Blaine, Cobb, Davis and Hill. 


From The New York Star. 

General Howeil Cobb, by the way, gave 
James G. Blaine his first opportunity to enter 
the gallery of the United States senate and 
hear a debate there. The senator who com- 
plied with General Cobb’s request was Jeffer- 
son Davis. This is the story. I once heard 
about it. Mr. Blaine had great anxiety to 
hear a debate in the senate, and being in 
Washington, made the fact known to a friend 
who knew General Cobb. He 
Blaine to Cobb, and the latter, who was an ex- 
tremely courteous and good-natured man, at 
once took Blaine from the chamber of the 
house of representatives, where he was sitting 
as a member, to the senate chamber, where ho 
introduced Blaine to Davis and secured the 
coveted privilege for him. Mr, Blaine never 
forgot this early kindness, and when there was 
talk in Washington toward and after the close 
of the war about hanging Jeff Davis, he used 
to remark that Davis had been kind to him 
and he wouldn’t be concerned in pulling the 


rope. 

General Cobb’s courteous treatment of men 
relieved him once after the war from an em- 
sins every | arrest. Andrew Johnson was not 
regarded by the southerners in Washington as 
having the social stamp of approval. He was 
not invited to their houses and they rarely 
talked with him outside of official necessity. 
General Cobb’s kindly nature caused him to 
pity Johnson’s isolation, and he would occa- 
sionally invite Johnson to his house. This was 
before the war. The great conflict separated 
them, and Johnson became president at atime 
when southern men were et arrested for 
their participation in the rebellion, and when 
there was serious doubj ainong them whether 
or not they would be executed for treason. 
Howell Cobb, Ben Hill of Georgia and one or 
two other prominent confederate leaders were 
arrested at Atlanta by a federal official and 
startedmorthward by way of Nashville. They 
expected to be shot or hanged, but did not 
know when, how or where. 

At Nashville, where they were given quar- 
ters at a hotel, a provost marshal’s deputy 
came into their room aud asked for General 
Cobb, saying he was to be taken to the provost 
marshal general. The others bade Cobb an 
affecting farewell, reasoning that he was to be 
shot, but advised him to die game. When 
Cobb got before the higher officer he found

The bill is among the most conspicnous that 
ithave yet been introduced in the legislature by 
reason of its importance. The bill grants a 
charter to what shall be termed the South At- 
lantic Trade and Navigation Company, whose 
capital stock shall not be less than $100,000, 
aud whose headquarters shall be in Georgia.

Mr. Goodwin says the changes provided for 
in his bill are intended to cover the increased 
demands of Atlanta’s growth. The need of 
such changes is too obvious, he thinks, to be 
discussed. 

Georgia’s Fence Law. 

Several} bills have been introduced amending 
the fence laws of the state, among which is 
the bill of Mr. W. E. Wooten, oi Dougherty, 
now pending on its first reading. 

While speaking of the provisions of his bill 
to a group of legislators in the lobby yesterday, 
Mr. Wooten said: 

‘“Itisa bill of much importance to many 
sections of Georgia. Nearly forty counties 
and districts in the state have been operating 
minder local fence laws for several years; the 
fences have been removed and destroyéd, and 
inmany such sections it is impossible to re- 
build the fences on account of the scarcity of 
timber and the great expense incident to the 
work. 

“The recent decision of the supreme court 
declaring these local laws unconstitutional 
and therefore void, renders it necessary for 
the legislature to come to the relief of those 
sections of the state which are thus leftina 
helpless condition. 

It might be asked why these counties and 
districts do not have an election ordered under 
the general Jaw relating to that subject. In 
many, if not nearly all, of these instances the 
relief wanted would not be afforded by such 
an election, for the majority of the voters in 
such sections are not freeholders, and sucha 
class almost invariably desert the rebuilding 
of the fences, and for more reasons than one. 

“My bill proposes to afford the relief asked 
for, andatthe same time it does not disturb 
the existing status of affairs. It provides, in 
short, that in each and every county and 
Srictin the state, the boundary lines of 

h lot, tract or parcel of land in said counties 
and districts, shall become a lawful fence, 
but exempts from the provisionsof the act, 
just recited, such counties and districts in 
which fences now exist, unless they are 
removed by an election inthe manner pro- 
vided for in section 1455 of the code with the 
amendments thereto. 

“Thus it will be seen that the existing rights 
of mo person or number of persons are dis- 
turbed, but the existing relations are simply 
legalized and confirmed. In other words the 
Jaw which I propose would be operative only 
in those counties and districts in which fences 
have heretofore been abolished by vote of 
the people or removed in pursuance of legisla- 
tiveaction. The act may, however, at any 
time become operative in any county or dis- 
trict by an election held in the manner pre- 
scribed by the law on that subject already re- 
ferred to. These being the objects of my bill, 
Icannot see how any reasonable objections 
can be raised to its passage and enactment.” 

“What about the constitutionality of your 
bill?” somebody asked. 

“As to that I am fully satisfied that the Will 
is constitutional. In no wise, that I can dis- 
cover, does it conflict with the constitution, or 
1% requirements, and as nobody’s rights are 
disturbed I see no valid reason why it should 

hot be enacted asalaw. I deem it the only 
conservative, conciliatory and satisfactory so- 
lation of a very vexed problem, that has been 
Proposed, and I hope that it will prove accept- 
able to the members of the legislature.” 

r. Wooten’s bill has already awakened 
much interest, and it gives promise of causing 
Slivély discussion when it comes up again.

Colonel W. J. Morton, the gentleman from 
Clarke, and Major Ryals, of Chatham, who 
has been styled by legislative satire as the 
‘Lightweight of the house,’’ are the veriest 
chums. It is cheerful to hear the jokesjand 
enjoy the jollity of these two representatives 
when they ges together in the lobbies. . Every 
one styles them “a pair to draw to.”’ 

‘‘Marriage is getting to be looked upon in 
Georgia too light,’’ said Hon. Jim Hogan, of 
Lincoln, yesterday, ‘“‘and that’s why I have 
put in my bill forbidding divorced persons 
from marrying again. Why,” said he, ‘‘it has 
come to such a pass that any couple can come 
to this state and get their divorces and a 
chromo thrown in with it. It’s a shame on 
the fair name of Georgia, too’’, 

Before the finance committee yesterday, the 
resolution providing for the beautifying of the 
capitol grounds came up for discussion, A mo 
tion was made toappropriate $2,500 for the 
purpose; 2 motion was made to amend this so 
as to make it read $2,000. These were dis- 
cussed at some length, and finallyit was de- 
cided to appoint a subcommittee to investigate 
the matter and ascertain just how much 
would be necessary todo the work properly. 


The sentiment of the committee is that the | 


work should be done ina manner in keeping 
with the character of the building, no matter 
whatthe cost. Experts will be asked to make 
an estimate upon the work to be done and the 
amount of money needed for it, and the work 
will be carried forward as rapidly as possible. 

There is no man seen about the halls of the 
legislature who meets with more cordial greet- 
ing from the members of both houses than 
Hon. Seab Reese. The people of Georgia re- 
member Colonel Reese’s good servicein the 
halls of congress and he will, doubtless, be 
called upon again.

IZ WILL BEMOVEDTO A PLACE IN 


GEORGIA’S CAPITOL, 


To Be Kept Bright from the Stroke of Time 
—A Movement to Protect This Precious 
Piece of Marble. 


The Ben Hill monument will be moved from 
Peachtree street. 
This, at least, is now the talk. 


The matter was brought before the Georgia | 


legislature yesterday, in a message from Gov- 
ernor Northen to the house. 

The message was accompanied by a 
communication from Dr. R. D. 
Spalding, president of the Ben Hill Monument 
Association, asking that the monument should 
be moved from its present location toa place 
in the capitol. 

Governur Northen urged the importance of 
the change in his message, and the letter from 
Dr. Spalding further showed reasons for re- 
moving the monument. 

He stated that the chief reason was the 
building which has been erecied near the 
monument, which much obscures it and makes 
the present location undesirable. 

The letter showed that the monument 
could be moved and aced in the 
state capitol without cost to tiie state, and that 
it would be a great protection to the statue to 
be kept in the rotunda of the capitol. 

Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, offered a resolution 
to allow the Ben Hill Monument Association 
the privilege asked. 

This resolution was committed to the com- 
mittee on public property, and will be reported 
within a few days. 

The family of the late Benjamin H. Hill are 
all very desirous that the statue should be 
taken from its present location to the capitol, 
and requested the association to make the 
change. 

All of Georgia looks with pride upon this 
piece of marble, and will be glad to have it in 
the state capitol where it may be kept ever 
bright and free from the corrosion of time’s 
telling stroke. 


THE FEDERAL COURT. 


Three Illicit Whisky Dealers Sentenced—Ar- 
rested for Conspiracy. 

In the federal court yesterday Louis Bo- 
hannon, of Cherokee county, was found 
guilty of illicit distilling and sentenced to five 
months’ imprisonment and a fine of $100. 

Weeks Woodall, of the same county, was 
found guilty of illicit distilling and sentenced 
to seven months’ imprisonment and $100 fine. 

Willis Hunter, of Habersham county, was 
found guilty of running a “blind tiger’’ and 
given three months and a fine of $100. 

Dan Swan, charged with running a ‘‘block- 
ade’ still and a “blind tiger,’”’ was acquitted. 

The grand jury has found a true bill against 
Jeff D. Brooks, Bob Brooks, Peter Wilson 
and three others, for conspiring to deter, 
by force, intimidation and threats, one 
James Powell from attending as a witness. 

The charge in detail is that they broke into 


Powell’s home, took him out and with hickory 
switches severely and brutally beat him, and 


| threatened to shoot him and throw him into 


the river and drown him, if he attended as a 
witnecs in any court in the United States to 
teatify against any persons for violation of the 
internal revenue laws. 

The three men named were arrosted by 
Deputy Marshals Campbell and W. Y, Carter. 

They were taken before Clerk Fuller, of the 
circuit court, and each gave a $5,000 bond for 
his appearance for trial.

The Senatorship. 

Hon. Patrick Calhoun will. be chosen 
the successor of Hon. Joseph E. Brown 
in the United States senate. 

Last night he received the endorsement 
of over seventy members of the .general 
assembly, and assurance of support from 
enough more to make his election 
practically certain. 

The members of the legislature oppos- 
ng Governor Gordon have centered upon 
him as the man to represent the state 
In the senate, and the recognized fact 
that a majority of the legislature is op- 
posed to Governor Gordon assures the 
result of Tuesday’s election. The only 
doubt heretofore has been as to whether 
the opposition could concentrate, but 
even after the terrific onslaught that has 
been made upon Mr. Calhoun, the op- 
position crystallizes around his name with 
unanimous enthusiasm. Indeed, there is 
no doubt but that the merciless and 
unjust attacks that have been made on 
him and his manly and courageous bear- 
ing, have tended largely to bring about 
last night’s results. The election of Mr. 
Calhoun will mean that the great fight 
the farmers are making for a redress of 
the grievances they have endured through 
national legislation, will have able 
championship from Georgia’s representa- 
tive in the senate. Mr. Calhoun’s ut- 
terances, in his powerful ‘‘Georgian’’ ar- 
ticles, and his able address of Wednes- 
May night, have won for him the leader- 


“ ghip in the contest, and even those who 


oppose him must admire his ability. 
There seems to be a strange destiny 
about this man, whose record has been 
nothing less than phenomenal. On the 
4th of next March he will be within 
three days of the age at which his il- 
lustrious grandfather, the peerless Caro- 
linian, John C. Calhoun, took the oath 
as secretary in President Monroe’s_  cab- 
inet. 
As an Atlantian, who has spent most 
of his life in this city, and whose whole 
soul is wrapped up in the city’s welfare, 
his election would give entire satisfaction 
at home; as a Georgian who has done

ness is yet on its threshold, he will dig- 
nify one of Georgia’s chairs in the sen- 
ate, and be in a position to do great 
work for the state. 

His name is untarnished, his ability 
of national recognition, his character 
without reproach, and his promise of a 
wonderfully brilliant future is exceeding- 
ly gratifying to the people among whom 
his life has been spent and those who 
know him best. 


Bad Party Advisers. 

In a vain spirit of revenge certain republi- 
can newspapers are urging the immediate 
passage of the federal election bill. Tuer 
CONSTITUTION has received numerous 
marked copies of newspapers advocating this 
policy. There seems to be a desire on their 
part to be revenged for the defeat of their 
party by fair means or foul. 

They have forgotten, however, that Mr. 
Lodge, of the firm of McKinley, Reed & Co., 
was a prime factor intheir defeat; that it 
was against the infamous legislation of such 
men that the people arose in their might, 
and made the political battleground a 
Waterloo for the republicans. They have 
forgotten these things, but the country has 
not. 

Let them proceed in their advocacy of un- 
just and tyrannical measures. Let them do 
what they can on these lines. Every effort 
in this direction is a vote for the democratic 
party. ‘The republicans are now practically 
powerless, but if they would be revenged 
upon themselves they can hasten the defeat 
which awaits them by just such a policy.

A Deadly Convenience. 

Many of our modern conveniences, while 
they add to our comfort, are sometimes very 
destructive, so far as human life is con- 
cerned. Steam and electricity are not 
always our servants. At times they are our 
masters, and our destroyers. 

‘Fhe elevators now used in most of our tall 
buildings are great labor-saving inventions. 
They enable us to reach the top floors with- 
out toiling our way up several flights of 
stairs. 

But death lurks in the elevator, and the 
man who rides in it cannot be too careful: 
The other day Alexander Hexter, a wealthy 

clothing manufacturer in Philadelphia, 
stepped in the elevator on the first floor of 
his store, and started to pull himself up. 
Holding the rope in his hand he leaned for- 
ward to give some instructions to his clerks. 
Suddenly Mr. Hexter was seen to start back. 
He had thrust out his head while the eleva- 
tor was in motion, and it had come in con- 
‘tact with the ceiling. It was too late to 
withdraw. The horror-stricken clerks heard 
a piercing cry, and then a dull scraping 
sound. The blood of the unfortunate man 
streamed down the shaft and formed small 
pools on the floor. Or 
‘-Inamoment the elevator was stopped. 
‘The sight was horribie. Hexter lay on the 
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floor of the car bathed in blood. His iiaad | 


still grasped the rope and his nerves were. 
yet quivering. His face was crushed almost 
toa pulp, and his head: hung to his body by 
a shred of skin. 

It will be said that the accident would not. 
have occurred if the door to the shaft had 
been closed at the proper time. This is 
true, but every day in every city in the 


country this is neglected for a moment or so, 


and some one in the elevator car leans for- 
ward just as Hexter did to speak to some 
person outside. The wonder is that more 
fatalities do not occur. A passenger in an 
elevator should keep his entire person in- 
side, and the door to the shaft should be in- 
variably closed before the machine is set in 
motion, 


The Woods Full of Them. | 
The Boston Herald, under the head of 
‘‘Americans Lacking in Fun,”’ has a little 
editorial that suggests comment. The Her- 
ald says: 
Mr. Burdette, who is oné of our first humorists, 
compiains that the “funny man” does not and 
never has possessed the land. He has not been.a 


lecturer; he has not always been a successasa | 


newspaper man; he has no definite position any- 
where ; he is a nondescript, and if he can make 
people giggle anywhere, he is lucky. Our two most 
successful humorous journals, The Judge and 
Puck, have had a hard struggle for the success 
which they have admirably won, but Americans 
are s0 much in earnest that they cannot stop for 
the humor that gladdens and refreshes one’s life. 
Mr. Burdette has been successful in a single de- 
partment of humor, and has a great following, 
and Mr. Nast has made a reputation by his won- 
derful caricatures ; but when we count up our hu- 
morists and compare their appreciation with the 
credit which is won by the novelists or the essay- 
ists, or those who engage in more serious work, 
they must be said to receive scant attention. We 
are not really a frivolous or light-hearted people. 

This covers a great deal of ground very 
lightly, and is, Perhaps, a specimen of one 
class of American humor. The idea that 
Americans do not appreciate and enjoy 
humor is both new and funny. As a matter 
of fact, itis a part of their daily life. It 
flows from the pulpit and the newspapers, 
and American literature is saturated with it. 

As to the professional humorist, we are 
not sc sure about him. He is not always 
successful. He is not perennial, so to 
speak. ‘The strain he is called on to endure, 
in order to be humorous every day or every 
week at so much a column, is fatiguing, and 
this fatigue is inevitably transmitted to the 
reader. He fails to profit by the good-na- 
tured satire of Oliver Wendell Holmes, the 
dearest humorist of all, who describes the 
disastrous results of his first and last effort to 
be as funny as he could. Dr. Holmes re- 
formed, But the professional humorist 
knows no such word as reform. 

The remarks of The Herald suggest the 
old question: What is humor?. ‘‘When we 
count up our humorists,’’ says our Boston 
contemporary, ‘‘and compare their apprecia- 
tion with the credit which is won by the 
novelists or the essayists, or those who en- 
gage in more serious work, they must be 
said to receive scant attention.’’ We had 
supposed, nevertheless, that our novelists 


| and our essayists, to say nothing of some of 


our poets, wére our greatest humorists. 

A humorist is not necessarily a funny 
man; he need not be a witty one; certainly 
he is far from the flippancy that sometimes 
passes forhumor. The novelist who deals 
with real human nature is inevitably a hu- 
morist if he is successful. In his essays on 
the philosophy of life which he calls ‘‘The 


eet. of the Breakfast Table,” Dr. 


olmes-veaches the’ high-watér tidri ‘of’ 
humor. The shrewd common sense of Em- 
erson lights up his essays with the rarest 
kind of humor. Surely there is no lack of 
appreciation so far as these humorists are 
concerned. 

We might refer to those successful hu- 
morists, Constance Fennimore Woolson, 
Mary E. Wilkins and Mary M. Murfree, but 
it is clear that The Herald is not alluding to 
humorists, but to the clever gentlemen who 
write funny paragraphs and sketches for 
the newspapers. Our own opinion is that 
these paragraphers are very successful. and 
highly appreciated. There is great demand 
for their work, and the most of it is very 
bright, but it is not humor in the larger 
sense. 


Depew in a New Light. 

Good stories about Chauncey Depew are 
common enough, but a recent incident is 
worth more publicity than has heretofore 
been given to it. : 

It seems that Mr. Depew and several’ of 
his brother capitalists were speeding along 
in a palace car at sixty miles an hour when 
the train struck and killed a poor printer 
who was walking on the track. The ‘corpse 
was taken on board, and the millionaires 
ceased their merriment in the presence of 
death. All knelt down, and Mr.’ Depew 
offered a fervent prayer for the dead man’s 
soul and for his family. Then, rising to his 
feet, he put $200 into his hat and collected 
from each of the others a handsome amount 
for the wife and children of the luckless 
printer. 

There is something practical in such 
Christianity. In too many cases people 
think that they have done enough when 
they pray for the unfortunate, but Mr. 
Depew is under the impression that when 
a prayer is backed by4@ little active charity 
the result is more satisfactory. His view of’ 
the matter is worthy of being considered by 
the average Christian capitalist. 


Society as an Attraction. . 
Society is a remarkable affair, especially 
in this country. People who have money 
are distracted until they get in it, and peo- 


ple who are in it are never happy until they 


are sure they have conformed their manners 
to the standard demanded by the. noodles 
who come to this country in the guise of 
British lords. 

There is Ward McAllister. Originally he 
was cut out for a gentleman, but now the 
chief glory of his life is to act as head butler 
to the 400 families which constitute New 
York society. He tells it all in his horribly 
interesting book, which is an advertisement 
of the achievefhents of our only American 
Jeams. The McAllister book is well worth 
reading by a sensible person. It is full of 
that unconscious humor which kills con- 
tempt with hearty laughter. It is so earnest 
and so innocent that criticism is disarmed. 
In every line and every page McAllister 
shows that he would rather fetch and carry 
for his patrons than’ to be president of the 
United States. The affair has an attractio 
for him. | 

Society attracts other people with the 
same force that has been brought to bear 
on McAllister. We were reading the other 


day of one of the modern instances of this | ° 


blemish which “interfered with her success 
in society." They took her to a doctor, 
who declared that in order to remove the 
mole he would have to place the young lady 
under the influence of chloroform.

Relation of the Force Bill to the McKinley 
Tariff Bill. 

EprTor Constitution: A dispassionate review 
of the field of the late national political 
battle, now, that the smoke of the contest has 
partially lifted, shows undoubtedly that the fight 
was won by the democrats almost solely upon the 
obnoxious tariff lately forced upon the country 
by the present administration and its supporters. 
Other issues, itis true, entered into the contest, 
such as the arbitrary rules adopted by the repub- 
lican representatives, the pension law, the refusal 
of free coinage of silver and the force bill—and 
perhaps other®&. Ail others combined, however, 
we may now safely affirm, had far, very far less 
influence in effecting the overwhelming defeat of 
the republicans, than the McKinley bill. We 
know of but one congressman whose 
advocacy of the force bill defeated him.—Evans 
of Tennessee, a southerner. 

The verdict rendered by the people in the late 
election is undoubtedly that the McKinley bill 
must be repealed. Republicans will hardly ques- 
tion this, whatever they may say as to the other 
issues involved in the contest. Indeed, they are 
driven to this admission by tbeir deterinination to 
adhere to the other obnoxious measures of the 
last session, as wellasto their fixed intention of 
passing the force bill at the approaching session 
of congress. This draconian law had little effect 
in the northern states, In the “battle of the bal- 
lots” at the north all the artillery of the voters 
hitherto republicans, who voted for the nonce 
with the democrats, was directed at the McKinley 
bill, which they certainly overwhelmed with in- 
dignant condemnation. So far, so good. But 
how is it to be repealed? The fifty-second con- 
gress cannot do it, almost entirely democratic as 
the house may be, for the senate and the presi- 
dency will be inthe handsof the republicans 
— the entire existence of that congress; and 
even if enough republican senators should vote 
with the democrats to repeal the bill, the presi- 
dent will surely veto the repeaifng act, for he will 
hardly so stultify himself as to approve an act re- 
pealing one which so lately met his deliberate 
sanction. It will thus be reeived that the 

w wer- 
e8s to repe the obnoxious law. 
Can the fifty-third congress do it? Certainly 
not, if the force bill s and has the effect it is 
designed tu have. The republicans claim that 
under this bill from forty to fifty congressional 
districts in the southern states; now represented 
by democrats, will send republicans to congress. 
In other words it will make a difference in the 
fifty-third congress, if the republicans are right 
in their anticipations of from eighty to a hundred 
votes in favor of the republican party. Even the 
almost unwieldy democratic majority lately 
elected to the fifty-second congress would nearly 
oe under such a state of things. It is 
hardly likely that that majority will be maintained 
in the fifty-third congress even if the force 
bill is not passed. If it is passed, and the repub- 
heans are right in their anticipations, they will 
have from forty to fifty, not only solid, but stolid 
votes, who will pay little regard to even republi- 
can protests from the north, but will always vote 
in solid as directed by party leaders, who, in turn, 
will direct as the wealthy h tariff manufactur- 
ers of the coyntry indicate. What change is there, 
under such a state of things,for the McKinley 
bill to be repealed within the present generation’? 

Tt think I have said enough to show our 
northern friends “who: Oppose the McKinley 
bill, whether democrats or republicans, that 
to stop now would be two leave their 
work half done. To effect a ‘repeal of the 
McKinley law, they are driven to the necessity of 
using their influence in every way possible to pre- 
vent the passage of the force bill, without refer- 
ence to the arbitrary bearing it will have on any 
particular section of the country.

The proceedings of the road congress re- 
cently held in this city were read by T. H.

Among them were resolutions amending the 
constitution, relating to food adulteration, in- 
crease of currency, abolishing the national 
bank and others of general interest. 

These resolutions will be taken up and acted 
on during the session of the grange.

Master S. H. Ellis, of the Ohio State Grange, 
introduced the following resolutions extending 
greeting to the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union now in session in Atlanta. It was 
unanimously adopted:

Resolved, That the secretary be instructed to 
furnish the president of the National Woman's 
Christan Temperance Union with a copy of this 
paper. 

The reports of the state masters were read. 
They all showed a most gratifying condition of 
the work in the various states of the union. 

Especially was the increase in membership 
shown by these reports very gratifying, as well 
as the renewed interest which has been 
awakened in the object of the order. 

Still greater increase is anticipated during 
the coming year, owing in a measure to the 
reduction of the initiation fee from $3 to $1. 

. Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session a resolution was 
introduced calling on the government to take 
control of railr and telegraph companies. 
Governmental control of banks was 4iso in- 
cluded in the resolution. 

Mr. Gifford, of New York, reported the re- 
organization of 150 granges in that state during 
the year with an increase inj men- 
bership of 6,218. He stated i that 
by their trade arrangements over a quarter of 
a million dollars had been saved to the mem- 
bers. Also that the fire insurance carried by 
grange compagies was over $100,000,000, and 
that the average cost foreach three years of 
the past nine years per thousnd was 33.39, or 
$1.13 per thousand per year. 

An increase of over 3,500 during the year 
was reported by Master Ellis, of the Ohio 
grange. 

At the conclusion of the reports W. 8. Carr, 
of Wisconsin, introduced a resolution, request- 
ing C. J. Cressy, treasurer of the California 
State Grange, to address the grange, The res- 
olution was unanimously adopted, and Mr. 
Cressy addressed the body in an able and elo- 
quent manner, Stating that he had come all the 
way from the far off state of California so as to 
meet with the brothers and sisters who a year 
ago visited the Pacific coast, and left such a 
pleasant impression upon the people of that 
far off land. He came asa visitor and paid his 
own expenses so as to join once again in the 
national meeting. He pledged himself to do 
all that he could to push onward the grange 
work and congratulated the grange upon the 
great work it has accomplished and is en- 
gaged in. . 

Hon. Hiram Hawkins, of Alabama, replied 
most feelingly. 

The whole incident was a pleasant one, and 
shows the devotion of the members of the or- 
der to its principles and purposes. 

The grange took recess until 7:30 o’clock, 
when it was to meet tocunfer the sixth degree. 

Night Session. 


At 7:30 o’clock, the hall having been ar- 
ranged for conferring the degree of Flora, the 
grange reassembled and the degree was con- 
ferred by Worthy Master Bingham. Mrs. Joe 
Bailey, of Mississippi, presiding as Flora. 

There were twenty candidates upon whom 
the degree was conferred, after which several 
short speeches were made, and the grange ad- 
journed until this morning at 9:30 o’clock. 

Hon. Mortimer Whitehead, of New Jersey, 
lecturer of the National Grange, is one of the 
oldest as well as ore of the best grange work- 
ers. Although young in years, he is old in 
grange work, having been master of the New 

ersey Grange in January, 1875, and leccturer 
of the National Grange first in 1877 and again 
in 1885, and regularly ever since. As @ 
speaker and writer he has few equals, and no 
superiors in devotion to the principles of agri- 
cultural organizations. e is not only a 
leader of farmers, but a tical farmer and 
dairyman. He owns at ddiebush, N. J.,a 
model farm of 106 acres, on which he has 
5,000 fruit trees and a herd of splendid Jersey 
cattle. He was appointed by Superintendent 
Porter chief of the agricultural statistics in the 
census bureau, and in this like in all his work 
for the farmer, he has thrown his whole soul, 
and his work will redound to the welfare of

The first of the fourteen new first-class 
passenger coaches built by the Pullman Car 
Company forthe East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia road, arrived in the city Wednesday 
and now jay at the East Tennessee depot. 
These cars are fine productions of the Pullman 
skill. Each is provided with a patent 

Y safety air-brake, which has been fully 
tested aud guaranteed. The instant the 
compressed air is applied the wheels are 
securely locked, the train sliding along only 
eo far as its momentum will carry it. The 
coats are upholstered in ordinary plush, but 
with their slanting backs could not possibly be 
more comfortable. A new feature is a con- 
tinuous rack on each side of the car, from one 

to the other, for valises, packages, 
Still another feature, and one of 
the greatest importance, is the large 
reflector light which is placed on the 
root of the car over the platform. Thesq 
powerful lights will prove of the greatest bene- 
fit to passengers getting on or off the cars at 
sinali way stations on dark nights. The bell 
cord, or more properly the whistlo cord, is 
complete in each car, there being ‘ho connec- 
tion between it and the car ahead. One pull 
at this cord and the blast of a shrill whistle 
ig heard, which never ‘fails to reach 
the ears of the engineer. Each of the cars is 
heated by a Baker patent soft-coal stove, to 
which is attached a large tank of water. A 
sudden jar or blow opens a valve of this tank, 
the water pouring directly on to the fire and 
extinguishing it. The danger of a burning car 
in an accident is thus'averted. The cars are 
lighted with gas by the Pintsch system. Near 
the East Tennessee depot the Pintsch com- 
pany has erected, at a cost of $30,000, 
acomplete gas works, and placed in charge of 
it as superintendent Mr. S.A. Smith. The 
gas is made from the burning of crude petro- 
feum, one galion of oil furnishing seventy-five 
toeighty feet of gas. There are four chan- 
deliers in each of these cars, and as each 
chandelier contains four, burners, and each 
burner sheds a ray of light equal in 
brilliancy and power to six ordinary city 
lights, it wil! be seen that they are well 
illuminated. The full charge of the car tank 
is 370 feet, which is calculated to last the en- 
tire distance from here to Jacksonville, thence 
to Cincinnati, and back to Atlanta again. 
Upon this route the entire fourteen cars will 
be placed, making up trains Nos. 15 and 14. 
The tanks can be charged at the 
union depot, East Tennessee yards, 
and Central yards by a system of 
pipes, one and one-half miles of which radi- 
ate from the producing plant. As powerful! 
a light is furnished with one foot of the gas as 
with the entire charge of 370 feet, anda 
steady light is furnished until the last atom in 
the storage tank is used up.

NEW YORK, November 13—The market today 
has been strong at an advance of fully 8 points 
from the lowest prices of this morning. The 
strength is the result of shorts covering, large 
lines having been bought for this account through- 
out the entire day.

posed there will come a general improvement in 
values. The late reaction from the low prices of 
two days ago is reported as principally the effect 
of the covering of shorts, together with some buy- 
ing by those who had thrown their holdings over 
on the scare. There were no further failures or 
bank suspensions to disturb fhe even course of 
events, but the bears demonstrated the tact that 
they have not as yet goneinto their holes and are 
still very much alive.

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ROUBLE ABOUT FENCES 


WE CHAOTIC CONDITION OF THIRTY 
COUNTIES. 


Farmers Seeking Relief from the Legis- 
lature--A Recent Decision ofthe Sua- 
preme Court Precipitates Trouble. 

There is trouble in Georgia over the fence 
question. More than thirty counties, which 

Mhave been operating under local ‘no fence” 

laws, are suddenly plunged into a dilemma by 

the decision of the supreme court that- the 
 Jocal laws are unconstitutional. 
This leaves the matter in achaotic condition. 
/ Jp many of these counties the no fence 
/ jaw bas been in operation for some 
| rs and fences have disappeared. Cattle 
en heen systematically kept up, and the 
burdens of agriculture have been greatly re- 
duced by the relief from the heavy tax of 
fence building. 

Now, all at once, and without time to put 
up fences, they are put on notice that every 
man must fence hisJand. On many farmers 
this places an intolerable burden. A man with 


 go00 acres of land has eight or ten miles of 
’ 


fences to build. That is ‘almost equal 
to building a small railroad. Upon smaller 
farmers who have less capital, 
the amalier burden is justas great an ob- 
gtacie. 

The general fence law cannot give the 
farmers relief before another season, because 
itdoes not go into effect until six months 
after the passage. Counting the time neces- 


sary for ordering and advertising an election, © 


i¢ would be eight months before the law 
could 0 into effect. This leaves 
the fields open to the ravages of cattle during 
the growing season of the next crop, and 
must inevitably reduce the acreage of crops 
where fences are down, because it will be im- 
possible to entirely refence the farms apd 
earry on farming operations at the same time. 

To meet the emergency two bills have been 
introduced in the house by Mr. Berner, of 
Monroe, and Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, and Mr. 
Wooton, of Dougherty, has one in prepara- 
tion. 

Mr. Lewis’s bill is short, but radical. It en- 

acts agenecral law giving to all counties exe 
capt those which wishto be excepted, the 
right to have a no fence law on the recommen- 
dation of the grand jury. Thisadds a new kind 
of focal option which may be termed the grand 
jury option in contradistinction to the present 
ocal option fence iaw. Ittreats the fence 
question just as tle county court question was 
treated ina general law which excepted certain 
eounties. Those counties which do not 
like it may have their names excepted.as was 
doue in the county court act. He feels sure 
that with the recominendation of the commit- 
tee on agriculture it will pass the house with- 
out difficulty. 

Mr. Berner’s bill amends the general local 
option fence law so that it may go into effect 
thirty days after it is adopted by a vote of the 
people. Under that arrangement the elec- 
tion may be ordered, advertised and 
held and the law may go into 
operation before another crop is planted. The 
only trouble with that is in adjusting it ta the 
ease of counties which have not yet,been under 
a “no fence law.’’ Should they desire to vote it 
into operation thirty days would not give them 
time to arrange pastures for their cattle. Pos- 
sibly Mr. Berner may amend his bill so as to 

rovide for such contingencies. It was proba- 
iy for that purpose that he had the Dill 
tabled. 

Commissioner Henderson in his last 
report gives the result of an _  investiga- 
lion by counties of the operation of 
the ‘‘no fence” Jaw. He shows that thirty- 
seven counties have adopted the ‘‘no fence’’ 
law. in the entire county, thirty-six have 
adopted it in certain districts, three have re- 
jected it by vote and sixty-one have not voted 
on the subject. Thus it will be seen that the 
“ro fence’ law is by local option in total or 
partial operation in seventy-three counties, or 
more than half the state, while only 4 per 
cent of those which voted rejected the law. 

When Commissioner Thomas P. Janes in- 


» this sensible conelusion: 

“The conclusions drawn from a careful 
study of the answers are that such is the 
diversity of circumstances and interests in 
Georgia thata general law requiring eitherthe 
fencing of crops or stock is unwise. In the 
niountain region of north and the wiregrass 
region of south Georgia, fencing stock would 
be pot only ahardship, but absolutely imprac- 
ticable, the cultivated area being very small 
compared with the stock range, and yet the 
ficgks not sufiiciently large to require the con- 
stant care of herdsmen. In the 
farming and planting regions of 
north, middle and southwest Georgia 
on the contrary, the presentlaw requiring 
crops to be fenced is equally a hardship, and 
with the present system of labor, almost im- 
practicable. The relations of cultivated and 
pasture areas in the latter sections are the re- 
verse of those in the former, and hence a law 
applicable to one isinapplicable, if not unjust, 
to the other. How, then, is the question to 
be met? Very plainly, by leaving the ques- 
tion of fencing crops orfencing stock to be 
determined by the freeholders of each 
county.” 

The question has been left to local option, 
but not to the freeholders alone, and itis pos- 
sible for people who do not own 
an appreciable part of the farming land, 
by the mere force of numbers, to fix a heavy 
burden of fence repair upon those who vwn 
theland. That has not often occurred, but 
the presence of a landless majority has in 
many counties made it out of the question to 
appeal to local option for relief, and there has 
never been an election on the question. 

In some of these counties the relief has been 
sought for the farmers by special legislation. 
In this way thirty odd counties have procured 
the © of special laws giving them 

-8 “no fence” law without subeaitting the 
ag to a vote. All these are now con- 
ted by arecent decision of the supreme 
court, to the effect that these local laws, after 
the passage of a general fencs law, are un- 
constitutional. 

In the last report of Commissioner Hender- 
sonhe remarks: ‘The logic of facts is worth 
morethan theories. It is a significant fact 

almost without exception the ‘no fence’ 
aw has given general satifaction wherever it 
has been adopted.”’
